ſmall things might rat her be explained 
then changed, not that the ſame might 
not very well have been bon with by 
men, who would have made a reaſona- 
ble conſtruction of them: but koꝛ that 
in a matter concerning the Service 
of God Me were nice, 02 rather jea- 
long , that the publike Foꝛm thereof 


ſhould be free, not only krom blame, but of 


rom ſuſpicion, ſo as neither the com- 
mon Adverſarp ſhould have advantage 
to wꝛeſt ought therein contained, to 0+ 
ther ſenſe then the Church of England 
intendeth,nozany troubleſome oz igno- 
rant perſon of this Church be able to 
take theleaft occaſion of cavill againſt 
it: And foz that purpoſe Fave fozth 
Our Commiſſion under Dur great 
Seal of England, to the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury and others, accoming 
to the fozm which the Lawes of this 
Realm in likecaſepzeſcribetobenſed, 
to make the ſaid Explanation, and to 
cauſe the whole Book of Common 
p2aper, with the ſame Explanation, 
to be newly pꝛinted. Which being now 
done, and eſtabliſhen anew after ſo ſe- 
rious a deliberation, although Me 
doubt not, but all our Subject both

STHE PREFACE. 


Here never thing by the wit 
of man ſo well deviſed , or ſo ſure 
ie d, which in continuance of 
time hath not been corrupted » 28 
(among other things) it may plainly 
appear by the Common prayers in the 
commonly called Divine ſervice, The firſt origi- 
nall and ground where, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall finde that the 
Same wat not ordained, but of a ſe,and 
For a great advancement of godli r they 
fo the matter, that the whole Bible ( or 
the ;reateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once 
every yecr,intendiny thereby that the Clergie, and 
ecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the C 2 
on» ſhould ( by often reading and meditation of 
Gods word) de ſtirred up to godlineſſe themſelyes, 
and be more able ta ex rt others by wholeſome 
dogtrine, an t confute them that were adverſaries

e Golden Number is ſo called, becauſe it was written in the Kalender with 
Letters of gold, right at the day whereon the Moon yn : and it is the 
ſpace of 19. yeers, in the which the Moon returneth to the ſelf ſame day of the 
yeer of the Sunne: and therefore is alſe called the Cycle of the Moon, inthe 
which the Solſtices and Equino&ials do return to all one point inthe Todiaque. 
To finde it every yeer , you muſt adde one yeer to the yeer of Chriſt (for 
Chriſt was born one yeer of the 19, already paſt ) then divide the whole by rg. 
and that which reſteth is the Golden Number for that yeer : if there be no ſur- 
| pluſage, it is then 19. 

Lore that the Golden Number and Dominicall Letter doth change every yeer 
the firſt day of January. 

T Note alſo that the yeer of our Lord beginneth the 25, day of March, the ſame 
day 8 to be the firſt day upon which the world was created, and the day 
when Chriſt was conceived inthe wombe of the Virgin Mary. þ
